Be it enacted by Parliament in the Forty-second Year of the 
Republic of India as follows; — 

1. This Act may be called the Jammu and Kashmir Appropriation short 

(No. 2) Act, 1991. title. 

2. From and out of the Consolidated Fund of the State of Jammu issue of 

and Kashmir there may be paid and applied sums not exceeding those Rs. 247, 

specified in column 3 of the Schedule amounting in the aggregate to the 86,93,000
